Whitehead expressly states that yV//Y/*f// is only found above 4000 ft., 
minor only below 3000 ft. Therefore they are not found together and thus 
admirably fit the definition of a subspecies or geographical race, the one 
being the mountain form of the other. The only two specimens obtained 
on my recent expedition were one (\ minor in secondary jungle at 30th) ft. 
(below the Miuitimlok gorge which forms the entrance to the higher jungle 
region of the mountain , and one Cm j+fffryi in virgin jungle at 4500 ft.
